We turned our horse in the direction of the 
shepherd who was keeping watch over the 
flock.

Great peins are taken in rais ing and traia- 
ing this species of the canine race, and their 
sagacity is often wonderful. Itis frequently 
the case thata pup, a few days old, is put 
with aewe and nursed and brought up by 
her, and for this reason is most at home with 
the sheep. This method of raising dogs in 
Colorado reminds us of the old Roman le; vend 
of Romulus and Remus. who were suckled by 
a wolf and fed by a woodpecker. 

Having exhausted my stock of questions in 
regard to sheep raising, I said to our new ac- 
quaintance: **You have very kindly given us 
much information as to your flock, and now, 
if you have no objections, we would like 
know something of your own history.

A Glimpse at Jeuny Lind.

And before I quit the theme of song and of 
singers, let me mention a glimpse that loaught 
before leaving London of one of the celebrities 
ofthe past..

Albani I crossed the atreet to look at the 
dwelling of Jenny Lind, The house stands 
back from the street, and a garden that must 
in summer be a very bouquet of flowers and 


verdure, extends in front of it. A bust of the 
great singer, life-size and in marble, stands in 
the larze bay window that fronts the 
garden. And beside the bust sat an 
elderly lady, ina white mob-cap and white 
cashniere shaw), engaged in partaking of the 
afternoon cup of tea that forms so promiment 
a feature in English social life. She was talk- 
ing to some one in the room, and as she turned 
to the window I saw again the face that I had 
last looked upon, crowned with roses and 
lighted with inspiration, on the stage of Trip- 
ler Hall, twenty-eight long years ago. 
Under the distiguring cap, the fair hair, now 
a ager streaked with gray, was seen rolled 
yack in preciscly the same fashion as 
that which set all the girls in America to 
twisting back their tresses in those bygone 
years. Inother respects Jenny Lind has 
greatiy changed. Few could have recognized 
in the pale, worn lineaments of the elderly 
lady the well nigh angelic countenance of the 
greatest singer of our day and generation. Il 
permiited myself but one glance, not wishing 
to violate even by a iook the sanctity of that 
tranquil home. Iam toid that Mme. Lind- 
Goldschmidt, as she styles herself, is very 
eccentric aud peculiar. She still interests 
herself in music, being the leader of the Bach 
Choir, a private associution, to which some 
of the first ladies in London belong; and 80 se- 
vere is she in her requirements, and so strict 
in Cemanding their fulfillment, ‘that her higa 
born pupils wre often tempted to rebel. Her 
eldest daughter had an extremely pleasing 
voice, and it is said that Jenny Lind for a time 
cherished the hope of seeing her own artistic 
glories revived in “the person of 
her child. But. unfortunately, the young 
lady had neither inherited her mother’s genius 
nor her ardent passion for art. She was in- 
dolent and would not study, so that hope is at 
an end. Probably it is as well. From all 
that l could hear, it appeared that her voico 
wis in nowise one of exceptional power or 
beauty. And to have beenthe daughter of 
Jenny Lind and to achieve only a moderate 
success, would have been a result by no means 
enviable.

Appleton Brown's ‘‘Spring’’ and ‘‘Au- 
tumn’’ are well hung together. In the former 
there is a charming treshness of color and 
spirit. ‘The vigorous, luminous clouds sug- 
gest a renewal of life, and the whole effect of 
the picture is sprightly. The other is essen- 
tially contrastive—Lrown, sluggish and bold- 
ing tenaciously to its last tiny gleams of ver- 
cure. 

At the gallery of Noyes & Blakeslee, in Bos- 
ton, there are on exhibition five figure pic- 
tures by Miss Gardner, a native «f New 
Hawpsbire, but a resident of Paris for twelve 
years, and a pupil of Merie formerly and of 
Bouguereau for the last four or five years. 
From a cireular containing an extract from 
the London Portfolio, which printed a repro- 
duction of one of her International exhibition 
pictures—‘*Ruth and N:omi'’—it appears 
that Miss Gardner has contributed seven times 
to the Paris Salon. It will thus be inferred 
that the artist has achievea a position of some 
prominence, even in the art center of the 
world. In the smaller. pictures, some 
of the proportions of the figures 
are notubly faulty, but, despite 
these flaws, they create avery favorable im- 
pression by their charming color, and a cer- 
tulin degree of pleasant sentiment.

THE NIHILISTS OF RUSSIA. 


The Despotism of the Czar and the Re- 
venge of the Revolutionists. 
(From the Pall Mall Gazette. } 

The ‘‘Revolutionary Government of Rus- 
sia,’? of which the dreaded Executive Com- 
mittee isthe organ, has asort of Moniteur of 
itsown. Itis calied Land and Liberty, 1s 
written in the Russia language, and appears 
monthly, with occasional supplements. 

**Events follow their course,’’ savs the edi- 
tor of Land and Liberty in one of his extra or 
styplen entary pumbers, dated March 12 (24). 
**in an t:nbroken Ifne are stretched out before 
us ypresecutions, deportations, domiciliary 
Vieils, and arrests. Beneath the impenetra- 
bie gloom that,reigns over our native land a 
revolutionary work has for years past been 
going on, from which, now and then, pro- 
ceeds a perceptible shock in the form of a 
death-blow given to some Government ofli- 
cial, These are the first signs of the revolu- 
tionary outburst in course of preparation. 
They break the silence of the night, and fol- 
low one another more and more qtickly; so 
that what were striking incidents not long 
ago, are now forgotten almost as soon as they 
oecur. The monthty publication of Lind ana 
Liberty no longer suffices to keep up with 
the march of events; but it will play a neces- 
sarv, indispensavle part in eiucidating them.’’ 

The editor had received the following com- 
munication from the Executive Commitiee: 

The Third Section has spread a report to the 
effect tbat the revolutionists, in retaliation for 
the prosecutions and arrests, have decided to 
kill the daughter of thechief of the gon- 
darmes.and the Drentelna has received a warn- 
ing to that effect. It is not necessary for usto 
declare that this isa shameiess lie. -Every 
one isresponsible for his’ own actions. To 
punpish children for the sins of their fathers is 
a course We leave to the Russian Government, 
ard to the Third Section especially. 

In a subsequent pumber Land and Liberty 
announces that an attempt upon Gen. Drent- 
eln’s life has been made; and wiile express- 
ing regret at its failure, that journal calls 
upon the General to take warttiag, aud to re- 
flect that the behests of the Executive Com- 
mittee do not often remain unfuliiied. A 
formal proclamation on the subject issued by 
the Executive Committee reads ws f pliows: 

The Llood of the spy Reinsteia had not had 
time to dry on our dagyers, nor the body of 
Krapotkin to cool on the ground, when we 
were again obliged to make use of our revol- 
vers. Prosecutions, which since last autuma 
have been incessant, arrests which have 
brought toruin hundreds of young lives, de- 
portations which have carried off victims to 
Archangel, Mezen, Tobolsk and Irkutsk, at 
the wanton pleasure of the irresponsible Third 
Section, forced us at last to undertake a new 
act of political assassination, which unfortu- 
nately tailed. Itis not necessary to recapitu- 
late Drenteln’s crimes. He deserves death 
for this alone: that he has been chief of gen- 
darmes during this period of repression. His 
offenses are evidenc to all Russians. The col- 
umnps of Land and Liberty are tilled wiih ac- 
counts of his crimes. le exercises to the ut- 
most his power of exiling by administrative 
order to Siberia. Through his subordinates 
be behaves in the most savyge manner toward 
our comrades confined in the fortress. It re- 
mains to us te prociaim that, if he persists iu 
his misdeeds, sooner or later be shall not 
escape the hand of the Executive Committee. 
As long as our unfortunate country is rulet by 
arbitrary despotic power, as long ss all the 
honest efforts of the best men in Russia are 
crushed by a band of high-plxced misere wots. 
as Jong xs the barbarous and bloody orgies of 
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the ‘Third Section, the crestion of autocracy, 
are continued, se long, notwithstauding occsa- 
sional failures, will the Executive Com-nittee 
continue its course of activity.

Con- 
scious of his guilt, Reinstein of late had been 
in constant dread of assaseination.

Death to Judases 
and betrajers.’’

Reinstein no trace has yet been_ discovered.
